Codsall [Seisdon] (St Nicholas) was an independent parochial chapelry. Francis Rowley B.A. 
e1626-1667 was probably appointed as parochial curate on 30 Oct 1662. The parish contained two 
townships - Codsall and Oaken - and was composed of two whole constablewicks of the same 
names.

£5. This salary was still being paid in 1650. [1915]

Simon King (?parochial curate of Codsall) c1613-1694 

King, born about 1613, was a son of Simon King of Woodhouse, Leics. He studied at Cambridge 
where on 15 Jun 1632 he was a commoner at Balliol College and matriculated but later migrated to 
St John's College. At Cambridge he graduated B.A. on 11 Feb 1633.4 (M.A., Balliol College, 20 Apr 
1638). Before 1638 he was presumably ordained deacon (? and priest) when he was probably in 
office as parochial curate of Codsall. Here about 1638 he was styled "Simon King of Codsall - 
minister of the gospel", when he testified to the honest life and conversation of a local preacher 
Humphrey Vincent ?1595-.... (and may still have been in office on 1 Jan 1640.1). In Mar 1640.1 he 
was head schoolmaster at Bridgnorth School and held a lease of the school-house. By Aug 1642 he 
was vicar of Coventry Holy Trinity, Warwickshire where after the battle of Edgehill (23 Oct) he 
gave shelter to Richard Baxter who later wrote "[I] obtruded myself on Mr. King one of the 
Ministers, and my old Acquaintance, not paying him a Groat for a Months Diet or more." From 5 
Feb 1643.4 he continued here as compliant minister. On 16 Feb 1645.6 he inducted Joseph Lee as 
rector of Cotesbach, Leics. By Dec 1646 he was compliant minister of Crick rectory, Northants. 
Apparently a committed presbyterian, he signed the Northamptonshire testimony of 1648. By Sep 
1651 he was compliant minister of Rothwell vicarage, Northants. By Oct 1655 he was compliant 
minister of Bottlebridge (aka Botolphbridge) rectory, Hunts. In Jun 1660 he likely continued in 
office as de facto rector but on 24 Aug 1662 he apparently did not subscribe to the Act of uniformity 
and was thus to be deprived. About Jul 1672 he was licensed as a presbyterian teacher at his own 
house at Orton Longueville, Hunts where he was still holding meetings about 1688. The house was 
burnt down in Aug 1689. The Common Fund survey of dissenting ministers taken about 1690 has 
under Northamptonshire the entry "Mr Simon King - Att Peterborough a Lecture noe (corrected to 
very small) maintenance. well known to mr Baxter". King received an annual grant from the 
Common fund of £8 from 1690 to 1693. King died, aged about 81, and was buried on 30 Sep 1694 
at Orton Longueville. King married about 1641 probably to Mary (d 1693) by whom he had 1 son 
and 1 daughter. In 1696 Richard Baxter described King as "a Man of a solid Judgment, an honest 
Heart and Life, and addicted to no Extremes, and an able Scholar (long ago chief School-Master 
at Bridgnorth)".

Baxter, who lived for a time in the same house as King at Bridgnorth, narrates that 
after the battle of Edgehill he took refuge at Coventry and 'obtruded my self on Mr. King one of the Ministers, and my old 
Acquaintance not paying him a Groat for a Month's Diet or more' (Penitent Confession, 13 : R.B. i. 43; iii. 98). R. of Crick, 
Northants., in Dec. 1646 (Bodl. MS. 324. 88). Signed Testimony 1648. V. of Rothwell, Northants., in Sept. 1651 (L.976.283). 
After ejection lived at Orton Longueville. Licensed (P.) there 1672. In a letter to Baxter, 16 Feb. 1687-8, he refers to holding 
meetings at Orton (D.W.L. Baxter Lrs. 5. 101). His house was burnt down in Aug. 1689, when he and his wife were both over 
8o years of age. 1690 , lecturer at Peterborough, with "a very small maintenance", augmented by a grant from the Common 
Fund 1690-3 (Gordon, 297). Children bap. at Trinity, Coventry-Symon, 17 Aug. 1642: Mary, 24 Nov 1643

On 27 Jul 1646 the same committee granted to an unnamed minister here £50 out of the 
impropriate rectory of Tettenhall, sequestered from Richard Creswell, delinquent, as his salary was 
but £20 pa. On 21 Nov 1646 this order was cancelled and £40 pa ordered to be paid from the 
tithes of Wheaton Aston and Lapley, sequestered from Thomas Peters papist and delinquent. On 27 
Mar 1648 this order was again altered to £50 pa out of Tettenhall rectory as before, as the 
parishioners complained that the Wheaton Aston tithes were being paid to the Lapley minister. 
(SPDI F 1 p257; F 2 p240; BodIMS 323 p268, 243, and 325, p220). Apparently this last order was 
cancelled 3 Feb 1648.9. (Compounding p1906; see Tettenhall) [1915 p72] 


Thomas Southall B.A. (presbyterian minister of Codsall) 1608.-.... 

Southall, christened on 27 Nov 1608 at Albrighton, was 2nd son of William Southall of "Beamish 
Hall", Albrighton, Salop "gentleman" 1566-.... and Joan Chapman dau of John Chapman of 
Donington, Salop clerk. He studied at Oxford where on 23 May 1628 he matriculated from 
Pembroke College. At Oxford he graduated B.A. on 4 Feb 1631.2. He was presumably qualified to 
be a presbyterian clergyman by 18 Sep 1645 when he was appointed by the Committee for 
plundered ministers presbyterian minister of Shorne, Kent. Whilst at Shorne he supplied infomation 
regarding royalist garrisons in Staffordshire for an affidavit made in favour of (the royalist) Sir 
Walter Wrottesley of Wrottesley in Tettenhall, Staffs 1st Baronet 1606-1659. On 19 Oct 1647 he 
was ordered to show why he did not serve the cure at Thorne. By 1650 he was probably in office as 
presbyterian minister of Codsall independent parochial chapelry with a salary of £5 pa and was in 
office in 1651.2. No further record has been discovered. William Southall (vicar of Pattingham) 
1611-1677 was a younger brother. John Southall (parochial curate of Patshull) 1634-1677 and 
Edward Southall (parochial curate of Weston-upon-Trent) 1636-1674 were his nephews.

Francis Rowley B.A. (parochial curate of Codsall) 21625-1667 D102 
Rowley, (? christened on 29 Sep 1625 at Astley Abbotts), was probably son of Francis Rowley of 
Astley Abbotts, Salop yeoman. He studied at Cambridge where on 23 Apr 1641 he was admitted as 
a sizar at Pembroke College and matriculated in 1642. At Cambridge he graduated B.A. in 1646.7. 
On 13 Jul 1649 Francis Rowley of Astley Abbotts named a son "Francis Rowley clarke" in his will. 
Rowley (junior) may have been presbyterian lay reader of Chapel Chorlton in 1651.2. In Jul 1662 he 
was ordained deacon and priest by Lichfield. On 30 Oct 1662 he was appointed reader (and 
probably licensed parochial curate) of Codsall. In 1665, as "curate", he certified the hearth tax for 
Codsall and Oaken constablewicks but was not assessed there. Still in office he died, aged about 42, 
and was buried here on 6 Oct 1667. Rowley married about 1664 to a woman by whom he had 1 son. 
Francis Rowley (vicar of Eccleshall) c1576-.... might be a kinsman.
